He went further 
and instructed the Argentine Legation 
to use its every influence to bring 
about this. choice ard called upon the 
Papal Nuncio to rush matters. 

Little or nothing is known here as 
to what really did happen after that. 
But ‘there was a tong delay and Mon- 
signor de Andre asked the President, 
'to withdraw his name from the ter-| 
hary, a course the executive could not 
refuse. ; 

In July, 1924, Msgr. Boneo, Bishap 
of Santa Fe, was notified by the Vati- 
‘can’ that he had been chosen Arch- 
bishop of Buenos Aires. He so in- 
formed the President, who held that) 
the Pope's action was in contraven- 
tion of the Government’s rights, The 
'matter..was laid before the Supreme 
Court which upheld President d’Alvear 
and declared Monsignor Boneo’s selec- 
tion illegal. 

The President called upon the Sen- 
ate to choose another ternary and the 
Socialists have made great demon- 
strations in favor of the Government. 

In view of the fact that the Argen- 
tine -Government refused for some 
time to accept Monsignor de Andrea's 
withdrawal and would send no other 
nomination to Rome, the decision to
